YEAR  1969 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  East  Grinstead  Urban 
District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1969* 

The  Report  is  prepared  as  indicated  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  No,l/70,  dated  1st  January,  1970. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13 •!  as  compared  with  I3.8 
for  1968. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  9.^3  compared  with 
11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate 
is  obtained  by  the  application  of  a 'comparability  factor' 
making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  I3.69  compared  with 
1^.^8  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  I6.7  compared  with  15»5  in  I968. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  I6.86  compared  with 
16.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  children  under  two 
years  of  age  from  Enteritis  and  none  from  maternal  causes. 

Four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year.

(a ) Council’s  Housing  Waiting  List 

At  the  end  of  the  year  320  applicants  remained  on  the 
list  who  required  l60  one/two  unit  flats,  111  two- 
bedroomed  and  49  three/four  bedroomed  accommodation. 

92  new  applicants  were  received  on  to  the  list  during 
the  year. 

Lettings  totalled  57  and,  of  these,  8 families  were 
rehoused  from  unfit  properties.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  number  of  Council  tenants  awaiting  transfers 
from  one  type  of  accommodation  to  another,  totalled 
120  and  during  the  year  30  transfers  were  effected.

REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 


The  Council's  direct  labour  force  is  responsible  for 
all  maintenance  of  Council  properties  and  the  following 


work  was  carried  out ; -

During  the  year  improvements  were  carried  out  to  47  houses 
on  the  Brooklands  Estate,  which  included  providing  new  baths, 
new  plastering  and  flooring  and  making  internal  access  to 
W.C.  's.  18  houses  in  Northdown  Terrace  were  improved  by 

the  provision  of  porches,  central  heating  and  enlarged 
kitchens . 
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Although  the  Council's  scheme  for  carrying  out  internal 
decorations  has  now  been  terminated,  it  has  been  possible 
to  carry  out  work  for  a number  of  elderly  tenants  with  the 
aid  of  financial  assistance  from  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security.  Other  tenants  have  arranged  for 
decorations  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Council 's  direct 
labour  during  the  winter  months  on  a rechargeable  basis. 

WELFARE 


The  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Aged  continued  their  many  activities. 

The  Visiting  Service  has  been  in  great  demand  and 
the  number  of  requests  for  help  has  increased  considerably. 
36  people  are  receiving  help,  i.e.  visits,  shopping, 
gardening,  collection  of  pensions  etc.  This  is  in 
addition  to  work  carried  out  by  the  W.R.V.S.,  Red  Cross, 
British  Legion  and  many  other  organisations  who  help 
elderly  people. 

There  are  22  voluntary  workers  including  pupils  of 
the  Community  Service  section  of  the  Grammar  and  Imber- 
horne  Schools. 

The  Greenstede  Club  was  re-opened  during  the  year 
and  is  being  ably  run  by  the  W. R.V.S.  The  Club  is  open 
on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons  at  St.  Leonard's  House 
and  provides  social  and  educational  meetings , also 
outings  of  various  kinds. 

The  Rotary  Club  continue  to  run  the  workshop  at 
St.  Leonard's  House.  This  is  very  popular  and  caters 
for  16  people  daily. 

The  Committee  is  now  going  ahead  with  plans  for  a 
Day  Club  and  plans  are  already  being  drafted  by  architects 
and  should  be  ready  next  year. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for 
the  Welfare  of  the  Aged,  the  Voluntary  Laundry  continued 
very  successfully  under  the  organisation  of  Mrs  G. Taylor. 
Household  washing  was  carried  out  for  29  homes  where 
elderly  people  were  without  the  assistance  of  friends  or 
relatives.  During  the  year  there  were  29  voluntary 
helpers  although  this  number  was  reduced  to  25  by  the  end 
of  the  year  because  some  loyal  helpers  reached  the  age 
when  they  felt  able  to  do  less  in  the  service  of  others. 
Additional  helpers  are  urgently  required.  The  East 
Grinstead  Rotary  club  serves  the  Laundry  on  a rota  system. 
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At  Christmas  420  homes  were  provided  with  extra 
comforts  including  coal,  groceries,  sweets,  tobacco  and 
clothing,  through  the  local  Rotary,  Soroptimists , Youth 
Clubs,  W.R.V.Sc  etc. 

During  the  year  20  elderly  people  were  again  sent 
on  a most  enjoyable  holiday  to  Eastbourne  by  the  Rotary 
Club  and  East  Grinstead  Round  Table,  who  organised  a 
successful  fund-raising  Donkey  Derby.  Through  the 
Red  Cross,  the  Sunshine  Club  and  St.  Leonard's  House, 

260  retired  people  were  able  to  enjoy  outings  to  the 
seaside,  country  and/or  to  the  theatre. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  and  Luncheon  Club  served  5 > 977 
lunches  which  are  subsidised  by  the  Council,  and,  as 
before,  a special  Christmas  Dinner  was  provided  to 
regular  clientele.  These  meals  are  cooked  by  members 
of  the  W.RxV.S.in  the  kitchen  attached  to  St,  Leonard's 
House  and,  in  the  case  of  Meals  on  Wheels,  are  delivered 
in  private  cars  to  individual  houses.  The  Luncheon 
Club  is  enjoyed  by  all  who  attend  as  it  provides  a 
social  occasion  as  well  as  an  incentive  to  go  for  a 
walk  in  the  town. 

The  W.R.V.S.  is  also  responsible  for  issuing  welfare 
foods  at  No. 18  Station  Road,  and  during  the  year,  the 
following  were  issued  by  members 

Tins  of  dried  milk 1 , 536 
Issues  of  vitamin  tablets  571 
Bottles  of  cod-liver  oil.  26O 
Bottles  of  orange  juice, ,5?847 

Clothing  was  issued  from  the  centre  to  101  clients 
and  furniture  supplied  to  11  families.  Unfortunately, 
it  has  been  necessary  for  the  W.R.V.S,  Headquarters  at 
Lewes  to  withdraw  the  delivery  van  from  our  local  centre 
and  this  action  has  considerably  reduced  the  help  which 
was  previously  given  to  families  in  great  need  of  furniture 
but  whose  income  precluded  the  purchase  without  resorting 
to  heavy  hire  purchase  commitments. 

The  WoR.VoS.  have  undertaken  special  training  of 
people  willing  to  make  themselves  available  in  emergencies 
such  as  train  or  aircraft  crashes  which  could  demand 
resources  in  first  aid,  provision  of  meals  etc.  During 
the  year  25  people  completed  their  training  and  all  the 
necessary  organisation  was  carried  out  to  make  it  possible 
to  provide  1,000  meals  immediately  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency  occurring. 
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THE  CITIZENS'  ADVICE  BUREAU 


The  Bureau  has  now  been  in  operation  for  twenty-nine 
years  and  the  main  work  of  giving  information  and  advice 
ha s been  steadily  increasing . 

The  number  of  enquiries  during  the  year  totalled 
3,800  and  these  were  handled  by  Mrs  Beryl  Brown,  the 
Organizer,  and  her  assistant,  Mrs  Shorney,  and  nine 
voluntary  part-time  helpers.  All  undergo  a period  of 
training  before  dealing  with  the  problems  which  include 
those  related  to  legal  aid,  consumer  problems,  differences 
with  landlord,  tenant  or  neighbour,  and  many  enquiries 
from  elderly  people.  During  the  year  467  elderly 
citizens  asked  for  help  and  advice. 

The  Bureau  continued  to  operate  a Chiropody  Service 
for  those  over  the  ages  of  60  (women)  and  65  (men)  and 
131  men  and  women  were  referred  for  treatment  during  the 
year.  Transport  was  arranged  where  necessary,  through 
members  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Aged  and  the  Citizens'  Advice  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  is  non-political  and  close  contact  is 
maintained  v>rith  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Bodies  in  the 
Town  and  County,  and  enquiries  are  referred  to  the 
appropriate  specialist  in  any  field  of  legal,  social  or 
political  work. 

MARRIAGE  GUIDANCE 

East  Grinstead  Marriage  Guidance  Council,  together 
with  branches  at  Crawley  and  Horsham,  form  the  North  Sussex 
Marriage  Guidance  Council.  It  offers  a confidential 
counselling  service  to  those  seeking  help  for  marriage  and 
family  problems.  Clients  are  seen  by  appointment  only, 
at  a room  in  Westminster  Bank  Chambers,  London  Road.  In 
1969  two  Counsellors  gave  a total  of  l64  one  hour  inter- 
views, and  the  demand  for  the  service  continues  to  increase. 


The  Council  also  offers  an  Education  Service,  not  so 
widely  known  perhaps,  which  can  be  carried  out  in  Schools, 
Youth  Clubs,  Par ent -Teacher  Associations,  Nurses-in-Train- 
ing  and  other  like  groups.  A number  of  talks  on  the 
'Work  of  Marriage  Guidance'  have  been  given  to  W. I. Groups, 
Young  Wives,  the  National  Council  of  Women,  and  other 
organisations.  A small  local  Committee  with  represent- 
ation on  the  North  Sussex  Executive  Committee,  is  concerned 
with  such  matters  as  the  premises,  publicity,  fund  raising 
and  providing  receptionists  for  the  Counsellors.  Marriage 
Guidance  is  a voluntary  organisation  and  registered  charity, 
dependent  on  grants  by  Local  Councils,  organisations  and 
private  donations. 
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SOCIAL  WELFARE  LUNCH  TIME  SESSIONS 


With  the  object  of  fostering  friendly  acquaintance,  and 
the  interchange  of  information  among  those  engaged  in  Social 
Welfare  work,  the  East  Girinstead  Urban  District  Council 
sponsors  a regular  monthly  meeting  at  East  Court, 

Invitations  are  sent  to  professional  and  voluntary 
workers,  Doctors,  Nurses,  Clergymen  and  Head  Teachers,  who 
respond  well. 

The  meetings  have  been  held  regularly  on  the  first 
Friday  of  the  month,  and  have  been  well  attended.  Each 
organisation  represented  has  produced  an  excellent  display 
of  its  activities  and  these  have  been  of  great  value  to 
everyone  present,  promoting  a better  understanding  of  the 
services  available.

In  the  East  Grinstead  area,  226  had  completed  a full 
course  of  Primary  Immunisation,  and  3^2  had  received  a 
Secondary  (reinforcing)  injection  by  the  end  of  the  year* 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

The  number  of  children  who  had  completed  a Primary 
Course  (normally  three  injections)  of  pertussis  vaccine 
(singly  or  in  combination)  in  the  East  Grinstead  area 
was  212? and  205  received  a reinforcing  dose® 

TETANUS 


The  number  of  children  who  had  completed  a Primary 
Course  (normally  three  injections)  of  vaccine  (singly  or 
in  combination)  in  the  East  Grinstead  area  was  230,  and 
360  received  a reinforcing  dose® 

POLIOMYELITIS 

In  the  East  Grinstead  area,  2^2  children  under  16 
years  received  primary  course  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccine

32  houses  were  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation 
controlling  253  individuals. 

During  the  year  another  three  dwelling-houses  were 
found  to  be  so  occupied  and  'Directions'  made.  In

The  previous  definition  of  a house  in  multiple 
occupation  i.e.  a house  which,  or  a part  of  which,  is 
let  in  lodgings  or  which  is  occupied  by  members  of 
more  than  one  family  - has  been  amended  by  the  Housing 
Act  1969  to  read  "a  house  which,  or  a part  of  which 
is  occupied  by  persons  who  do  not  form  a single 
household". 

A "Direction"  is  an  order  made  by  the  Council 
which  limits  the  number  of  individuals  who  should 
occupy  a house  in  multiple  occupation. 
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HOUSE  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


The  much  publicised  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1969 
can  now  be  summarised  as  follows 

In  addition  to  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  to 
dwellinghouses , to  extend  the  useful  habitable  life  of 
structurally  sound  but  aged  and  dilapidated  properties  and 
thus  prevent  them  from  sliding  further  into  slum  clearance 
buildings , certain  structural  repairs  are  now  eligible  for 
grant  aid. 

The  Act  requires  that  a dwelling  must,  where  practicable, 
conform  to  the  following  12-point  standard 

1.  Be  in  a good  state  of  repair  and  substantially 
free  from  damp. 

2.  Have  each  room  properly  lighted  and  ventilated. 

3.  Have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  laid 
on  inside  the  dwelling. 

k.  Be  provided  with  efficient  and  adequate  means 
of  supplying  hot  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

5.  Have  an  internal  water  closet  if  practicable; 
otherwise  a readily  accessible  outside  water-closet. 

6.  Have  a fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom. 

7.  Be  provided  with  a sink  and  with  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  the  disposal  of  waste  water. 

8.  Have  a proper  drainage  system. 

9.  Be  provided  in  each  room  with  adequate  points  for 
gas  or  electric  lighting  (where  reasonably  available ) 

10.  Be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating. 

11.  Have  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing,  preparing 
and  cooking  food. 

12.  Have  proper  provision  for  the  storage  of  fuel 
(where  required). 


The  statute  has  made  three  types  of  grant  available :- 


(a) 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANT 

- Maximum  usually  £1,000  (£1,200 
in  special  circumstances). 

(b) 

STANDARD  GRANT 

- Maximum  usually  £200  (£^50  in 
special  circumstances). 

(c) 

SPECIAL  GRANT 

- Maximum  £200 

The  Act  also  provides  for  the  decontrol  of  houses  provided 
with  standard  amenities. 

The  grant  for  essential  repairs  cannot,  in  any  circum- 
stances, exceed  the  amount  of  grant  aid  for  the  improvements.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  the  greater  part  of  East  Grinstoad  is 
supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company.  A few- 
house  s on  the  Northern  boundary  a t Fe Ibr i dge  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Vtfater  Company. 

The  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  have  deep  wells  at 
Hackenden  and  Forest  Row,  and  an  additional  supply 
is  obtained  from  the  reservoir  of  the  Weir  Wood  Water 
Board.  Placelands  deep  bore-hole  is  also  available 
as  an  additional  booster  for  summer  supplies. 


The  raw  water  is  aerated,  subjected  to  sediment- 
ation, mechanical  filtration,  automatic  superchlor in- 
ation,  and  finally  before  going  into  supply,  to 
dechlorination  to  give  a free  residual  of  0.1  p.p.m. 
of  chlorine.  A consistently  safe  and  palatable 
water  supply  is  thus  assured. 


Samples  of  water  from  each  supply  are  regularly 
submitted  to  the  Analytical  Laboratory,  Lewes,  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  for  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  water  is  consistently  of 
excellent  organic  quality  and  safe  for  drinking 
purposes . 

It  was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  at 
any  time  throughout  the  year. 

Approximately  5 ? 9^5  dwelling-houses  have  a piped 
water  supply.

The  1955  Food  and  Drugs  Act  makes  a distinction 
between  'Food  & Drugs  Authorities'  and  'Local  Authorities'; 
the  former  being  responsible  for  offences  where  a person 
sells  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  any  food  or  drug 
which  is  not  of  the  nature,  or  not  of  the  substance,  or 
not  of  the  quality  of  the  food  or  drug  demanded  by  the 
purchaser;  and  the  latter  Authority  being  responsible 
for  sale  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  County  Council  are  the  'Food  & Drugs  Authority' 
and  their  Weights  & Measures  Inspectors  have  been  appointed 
as  'Authorised  Officers'.  Mr.  Leach  (Weights  & Measures 
Inspector)  has  provided  the  following  information:-

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  one  firm 
for  selling  a bottle  of  ginger  beer  which  had  exploded  upon 
being  opened  and  had  resulted  in  a man  receiving  a very 
bruised  and  cut  eye.  Analysis  revealed  a secondary  fer- 
mentation in  the  ginger  beer,  and  the  Company  was  fined 
£l0  with  £4.l4.  Od  costs.  This  Company  has  been  producing 
soft  drinks  for  13O  years  and  this  was  their  first  conviction.

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Officer  on  Pest 
Destruction, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December  19^9,  2183  visits 

were  made  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  19^9, 
and  of  these  68O  were  systematic  surveys. 

The  Rodent  Officer  also  dealt  with  56  wasps  nests  and 
28  complaints  of  other  pests,  including  moles,  ants,  cock- 
roaches, flies,  fleas,  bees  and  silverfish. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  at  Eden  Vale  and 
Ashurst  Wood  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  refuse  tips,  housing 
estates  and  other  Council  properties.  Once  again  a 10% 
test  of  sewers  was  completed  in  the  Spring  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries*  instructions, 
and  once  again  the  test  revealed  a very  low  level  of 
infestation. 
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A nominal  charge  for  rodent  and  pest  destruction  is 
made  to  householders®  Business  premises  are  charged  with 
the  actual  cost  of  materials  and  labour.  No  charge  is 
made  for  subsequent  inspection  to  ensure  that  the  premises 
remain  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

The  Council  is  prepared  to  enter  into  an  annual 
contract  to  maintain  business  premises  free  from  vermin. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor's  Department. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Large  items  of 
household  refuse  are  collected  every  Friday  if  a request 
is  made  to  the  Surveyor's  Department,  telephone  number 
East  Grinstead  23636  Ext. 52.  There  is  no  charge  made 
for  this  service. 

Builders'  or  garden  refuse  is  not  collected,  but 
this  may  be  taken  to  the  Council's  Tip  and  disposed  of 
free  of  charge.  Further  details  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Surveyor's  Department  at  the  above  number. 

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  at  the  request  of  the 
trader  concerned,  and  a charge  of  l/3d  per  bin  on  all 
bins  in  excess  of  one  per  week  is  made,  A collection 
is  also  made  of  trade  waste  paper,  cardboard,  etc,  again 
by  request.  Sacks  are  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the 
trader  and  are  emptied  at  a charge  of  l/3d  each, 
including  the  first  sack. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a disused 
railway  cutting  at  High  Grove,  Before  being  covered, 
newly  tipped  refuse  is  treated  with  Malathion  insecticide 
to  prevent  breeding  of  flies. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  tip  are  made  to 
ascertain  possible  nuisance  by  rodents  and  flies.

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LABORATORY  SERVICES 


The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the 
Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (Tele  N0063506)  are 
available  to  this  department  and  to  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district  for  the  investigation  of  infectious  disease. 

The  laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  specimens 
(faeces,  sputa,  throat  swabs,  etc.)  both  for  the  diagnosis 
of  individual  cases,  and  for  the  investigation  of  outbreaks 
(detection  of  carriers,  reservoirs  of  infection,  mode  of 
spread,  etCo).  Specimens  should  reach  the  laboratory  by 

4.30  p.mc  on  weekdays,  by  12o30  pom.  on  Saturdays,  and  by 
11  =>30  a.m.  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays® 

Containers  may  be  obtained  from  the  laboratory  or  from 
this  department,  and  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory 
via  the  Southdown  Motor  Bus  Company.  Collections  are  made 
at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2 p.m®  and  4 p.m,  (l^ondays  - 
Fridays),  and  at  12.30  p.m.'on  Saturdays.  No  collections 
are  made  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays. 

Specimens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the 
Public  Health  Department,  East  Court,  East  Grinstead,  before 

12.30  p.m®  and  will  be  placed  on  a "bus  in  time  to  reach 
Brighton  for  the  k p.m.  collection. 

The  laboratory  is  open  between  the  hours  of  9® 30  a.m. 
and  12  noon  on  every  day  of  the  year,  including  Sundays  and 
Public  Holidays.  Specimens  which  are  so  urgent  that  they 
have  to  be  collected  on  those  days,  can  be  accepted  at  the 
laboratory  between  10  a.m®  and  11®30  a.m. 

Specimens  which  are  received  at  the  Brighton  Terminus 
after  the  last  daily  collection  has  been  made,  are  not 
picked  up  until  the  following  day,  unless  prior  notification 
is  received  at  the  laboratory  that  an  urgent  specimen  is  on 
its  way  which  may  not,  or  will  not,  arrive  in  Brighton  in 
time  for  the  normal  collection®  In  cases  of  extreme 
urgency  arising  after  laboratory  hours,  special  arrangements 
can  be  made  by  telephoning  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  (Dr®  J.E. Jameson  - Brighton  5696O),  or  the  Chief 
Technician  (Mr.  N.W.  Emberley  - Rottingdean  2070). 

The  following  prophylactic  is  held  at  the  laboratory 
for  issue  free  of  charge  to  Medical  Practi tioners : - 

Gamma  Globulin® 

Supplies  are  restricted,  and  it  is  available  only  by 
consultation  with  the  laboratory®  Other  types  of  vaccine, 
anti-toxins  and  serums  are  not  held,  but  information 
regarding  them  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director.

A day  and  night  service  is  available  for  the  conveyance 
of  patients  from  within  the  County  of  East  Sussex  who  are 
unfit  to  travel  either  by  public  transport  or  car*  Calls 
are  accepted  from  doctors,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area. 
Cases  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency  are  the  only  calls 
accepted  from  members  of  the  public* 

The  ambulances  are  now  operated  by  the  East  Sussex  County 
Council,  who  took  them  over  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
in  April  1966. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to  isolation 
hospital  in  the  ambulances,  which  are  then  disinfected  before 
returning  to  normal  service. 


Patients  able  to  travel  by  car  are  conveyed  on  calls 
from  doctors,  midwives,  or  hospitals,  by  the  Hospital  Car
